"The most philosophical 
fore- 


caster I know," writes Mr. Car- 
penter, "is 
a one-man 
service 


which comes out from time to time 
with the most extravagant 
fore- 


casts imaginable. I asked him once 
why he did it; why he did not quali- 
fy his prophecies, so thai he would 


tfchavc something to fall back on if 


his forecast 
turned out 
to be 
wrong. 


"I asked him also if he did not 


lose most of his customers when 
one of his forecasts turned out to 
be exactly the opposite of what 
actually took place. 


" ' Sure I do,' 1m replied. 'When 


I am wrong, T lose them all. On 
the other hand, when I am right, 
I am very right, and subscriptions 
•#come pouring in. 
." " 'You see, the people to whom 


my service appeals believe that 
someone must know what is go- 
ing to happen. They like positive 
statements. They don't have any 
faith in those wishy-washy, hedged 
pronouncements that can be con- 
strued cither way. If I am wrong, 
they leave ine as they would a sink- 
Ing ship. But another "ad" will 
bring in u new bunch of them.' " 


There you have the confession of 


A,a financial forecaster. 
Reminds 


*onc of the late W. C. Fields' im- 


mortal crack: "You can't cheat an 
honest man." The inference being 
that anyone foolish enough to sub- 
scribe for one of these get-rich- 
quick stock sheets is asking for any- 
thing he gets. 


Of course the learned writers of 


these so-called financial letters arc 
within the law. They're merely pas- 
sing out advice—not actually sell- 
ing you the securities which they 
* mention. I on'ce knew a crowd who 


were no more cynical than these 
fellows, but overstepped the law by 
directly soliciting money for the 
securities their letters recommend- 
ed. 


Back in the El Dorado oil boom 


day of 1923-24 there were dozens 
of so-called syndicates which got 
out marvelous letters to sueknr- 
lists from coast to coast offering 
shares in wildcat wells. Incredible 
^ as it seems,, thousands of people 
^'actually 
sent'money 
to "perfect 


strangers 
on the strength 
of a' 


mineographed letter. The govern- 
ment put those letter-writers in 
prison. 


There is a legitimate field for 


financial writing. You find it on the 


- wires of the great press associa- 


tions, and in the specialized pages 
of the New York and Chicago news- 
papers. But they don't give you 
yes or no answers like the tipsters 


4i—like all honest reporters they 


merely hazard a doubtful guess. 


But doubtful guesses are not on 


ogh for some people. "They be 
licve," as the author quoted the 
tipster, "someone must know what' 
is going to happen." And so they 
come to grief. 


I don't excuse the wolf who preys 


on the pocketbooks of the incredu- 
lous, but on the other hand the men 
who put their names on sucker- 


_ lists are poor specimens to call 
9 themselves descendants of caulious 


forefathers. In colonial days such 
saps would have been kicked out 
of the sqttlcmcnt—and the Indians 
would have scalped them.

vision army engineer, gave his de- 
cision at a meeting with repres- 
entatives o fthrcc states. 


Dallas, July 26—W)— Represen- 


tatives o fthrcc states conferred 
hero today with corps of engineers 
officials on whether one dam or six 
dams would best control floods on 
the Little Hiver. 


Representatives of Louisiana Ok- 


lahoma and Arkansas met with 
Col. 
Louis VV. Prentiss, southwest- 


ern division engineer for the Ar- 
my Corps of Engineers. 


The Little River is a major tri- 


butary of the Red River and its 
flood storage facilities in the fu- 
ture will have a marked effect on 
flood stages and discharges on the 
Red River below Denison in Texas 
and Louisiana, 
Colonel 
Prcntiss 
said. 


The Millwood Dam, estimated to 


cost $47 830,000 when authorized in 
the 1946 Flood Control Act, would 
create a giant reservoir stretching 
out of Arkansas into southeastern 
Oklahoma. 


Congress appropriated 
funds in 


19i>0 for planning on the Millwood 
Reservoir, but at the request of lo- 
cal interests, also authorized stu- 
dies of a multiple scries of dams 
on the river. 


The studios were made by the 


Tulsa District of the Engineers

smaller dams 
could

But in the Negro 
park there was not a single piece 
of equipment for children or grown- 
iips.

The end came yesterday when 


the house passed and sent to the 
senate a $1,045.840,115 appropria- 
tions bill financing the state, just- 
ticc and commerce 
departments 


and the federal courts for the fis- 
cal year which began July 1. 


House foes of Secretary of Slate 


Acheson had tried — unsuccessful- 
ly — to saddle the bill with 
a 


rider which would have cut 
off 


his pay. 


Also defeated was a Republican- 


sponsored move to slash the budg- 
et of the "Voice of America." This 
is Die slate department's overseas 
information program designed to 
sell the American way of life to 
foreigners, especially those behind 
the Iron Curtain.

term "the social gospel."

The phrase is as objectionable 


as it would be to speak of "the In- 
dividual gospel". More right and 
proper it is to speak only of "(ho 
Gospel," as a gospel for Individ- 
uals and for society, inasmuch as 
individuals live in social relation- 
ships and no man stands alone. 


So far as I am concerned 'social 


preaching" is another poorly term- 
ed phrase. My preaching has al- 


union I ways been Bibical. No matter what 


a con- \ tbcme I might discuss, or 
how 


1 close its relationsrhip to some is- 
sue in the community, or in nation- 
al or community life, my sermon 
has been based upon tho Bible. 


The Bible In its religious teach- 


ing and in its records of God's 
dealing with man. and the deal- 
ings of men with on another is a 
profound and inexhaustibulc tcxl- 


of sociolgy. 


There is no problem in society 


today, or in the life of a modern 
nation, that is not 
exemplified, 


with some very clear teaching if 
men would seek it, in the concen- 
trated history of the Jewish people 
as set forth in the Old Testament 
histories and prophecies. 


The causes of social disintegra- 


tion, of national disruption, decay, 
and diasler, are there set forth 
as plain as day; 
reason whatever 
those causes do 
they did then. 


It was in the seemingly 
most 


properous periods 
in the 
life of 


Israel that the seeds of downfall 
were sown. The glory of Solomon 
darkened with gloom, when 
the' 


people torn by oppression rebelled 
under Rohoboam, Solomon's son, 
and the divided kingdom began its 
way toward the ruin and disper- 
sion of the people of the North 
and the exile of the people of the 
South. 


When the prophet 
Amos saw 


Ihc righteous being sold for a pair, 
of shoes, and the alters of religion 
being increased, without and cor- 
responding righteousness and jus- 
tice, He saw full well what 
the 


end would be, and he fearlessly* 
declared His message, even though 
it meant his own distinction. 


Christ's gospel for society took 


into it all the wholesome teaching 
and experience that had gone be- 
fore. With even greater sternness 
than those of old time He 
de- 


nounced the continuing sins and 
social evils of 
His clay. 
If one 


doubts it. or minimizes the social 
impact of the leaching of Jesus, 
let him turn to that catalogue oC 
"Woes" in Matthew 23. 


But Christ had no gospel for 


society thai did nol have its rise 
and its place in individual hearts 
and lives. If there was one thing 
upon which Jesus insisted it was 
the value and .worth of the indi- 
vidual life. It was 'the outstanding 
message, of the 
parable 
of the 


Nintey-and-Ninc, or of the Lost 
Sheep—thai and the fact of God's 
persistent seeking of even one. 


In a democracy, 
particulary, 


that insistence upon the value of 
the individual, and upon his re- 
sponsibility, should never be weak- 
ened. We arc wont to define demo- 
cracy in terms of the rule of the 
majority, 
but majority decisions 


do not make anything 
wise, 
or 


right. The true basis of democr- 
acy is self-rule, which means that 
every man is his own king. God 
help society when the king 
abdi- 


cates!
